In response to the Office Action dated September 8, 2004, reconsideration 
and allowance of the present application are respectfully requested in view of the 
attached submission of the requested English translation of a foreign test standard. 

Claims 1-11 and 13-33 are pending in this application. 

The specification has been objected to under 35 USC 112, first paragraph 
because the Examiner finds that a foreign test standard, JIS P8138A, has not been 
incorporated in the specification. 

At page 3, lines 1-2, the Examiner suggests alternative methods of 
overcoming this rejection. Accordingly, the applicants submit an English translation 
of the foreign test standard, JIS P8138A, enclosed with this Response. The 
applicants also submit a copy of JIS P8138A in the original Japanese language. 

Withdrawal of this objection is accordingly requested. 

Claims 1-11 and 13-33 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for 
the reasons set forth in the objection to the specification.
